Adam J. See, 48, who had been mak­ 
ing his home in Hondo for the past 
several years, perished in a fire which 
destroyed his trailer home west of 
the Richter Hotel about 3:15 a.m. 
Sunday morning, April 7th. Origin of 
the destructive and 
tragic confla­ 
gration is unknown. An inquest was 
held by Justice of the Peace L. F. 
Rothe immediately after the flames 
were extinguished by the Hondo Vol­ 
unteer Fire Dept 
According to his 
findings, the position of the victim’s 
body near the door of the trailer in­ 
dicated that he had tried to escape 
but was probably suffocated by the 
smoke and was dead before the flames 
reached him. His body was taken to 
Borger Funeral Home and Sunday 
afternoon was sent to Houston where 
his mother and other members of the 
family reside. Mr. See had been em­ 
ployed at Hondo Army Air Field at 
one time and at the time of his tragic 
death was working at the carpenter's 
trad< in Hondo.

OPA policies are raising the cost 
of living in the United States, the 
National Retail Dry Goods Asso­ 
ciation displayed before members 
of Congress in Washington exam­ 
ples of what it calls “camouflaged 
inflation.” 
The National Retail Dry Goods 
Association does not seek the im­ 
mediate end of government price 
control but it asks that Congress 
amend the Price Control Act so 
as to increase the production of 
good quality, low priced consum­ 
er goods. 
As Benjamin H. Namm, presi­ 
dent til * the 
Association said: 
“Production can stop inflation if 
we can only stop OPA from stop­ 
ping production." 
Officials of the Association de­ 
scribed “camouflaged inflation” a3 
“holding the line" against rises 
in the prices of reputable goods 


while 
granting 
higher 
ceiling 
prices to inferior merchandise 
The exhibit depicted this dis­ 
crepancy with the comparison of 
the women’s slips shown above 
and more than IOO other items 
received from member stores. 
Among these others were a pair 
of men’s white woven broadcloth 
shorts with an elastic waistband 
on which was placed an OPA 
price of $10.50 a dozen. The man­ 
ufacturer has discontinued pro­ 
duction. Beside them were pink 
shorts of lesser quality bearing 
an OPA price of $13 50 a dozen. 
Also shown were two electric 
heaters, one of first rate quality 
made by a prominent manufac­ 
turer and priced by the OPA at 
$8.59 retail while a decidedly 
poorer model next to it from an­ 
other maker bore an OPA price 
of $15.67 retail. The other ex­ 
hibits wero^imilarly striking.

Atom— Russ 


Even as the United Nations O r­ 
ganization’s security council strove 
to com pose differences with Russia 
over the Iranian question, the U. S 
state d epartm ent issued a special 
report calling for the creation of an 
international agency to control all 
phases of atom ic energy and avert 
atom ic rivalry am ong the m ajor 
powers. 
Written by a distinguished board 
of scientists and technicians the re­ 
port 
recom m ended 
the 
establish­ 
m en t of an atom ic developm ent au­ 
thority that would own and lease 
property and conduct mining, m a n u ­ 
facturing, 
research, 
licensing, 
in­ 
spection or other operations. While 
the authority would possess absolute 
control over the production of ato m ­ 
ic weapons, it would perm it utiliza­ 
tion of atom ic energy in such civilian 
fields as medicine, biology, chem is­ 
tr y and physics. 
The U. S.’s secret processes in 
developm ent 
of 
atom ic 
energy 
would be gradually unfolded to the 
United Nations authority as plans 
progressed for its development. Re­ 
lease of 
prelim inary 
information 
n ecessary to discussion of setting up 
the agency would be followed by 
revelation of industrial know-how in 
m an u factu re and finally the method 
of constructing the A-bomb. 
In releasing the report, Secretary 
of State Byrnes pointed out that the 
recom m endations 
did 
not 
consti­ 
tute official U. S. policy but could 
be considered as a basis for dis­ 
cussion of the creation of an inter­ 
national atom ic authority. 
M eanwhile, the security council 
w orked on m eans to adjust the dif­ 
ficult situation posed by 
R ussia’s 
walkout in protest over UNO’s consid­ 
eration of Ira n ’s com plaint against 
the Soviets for failure to w ithdraw 
Red troops from the country. While 
R u ssia’s w ithdraw al from the delib­ 
erations 
jolted 
UNO, 
the Soviets 
wptp quick to explain that their ac­ 
tion did not m ean they w ere with­ 
draw ing from the United Nations, 
but rath er objecting to security coun­ 
cil procedure.

H ard upon the a rre st of a 29-year- 
old Russian naval officer for espi­ 
onage by the FB I in Portland, Ore., 
the house com m ittee on un-Am er­ 
ican activities, headed by R epre­ 
sentative Wood (Dem., Ga.) voted 
to send investigators up to Can­ 
ada to probe possible connections 
between the Soviet spy ring uncov­ 
ered in the dominion and agents in 
this country. 
R evealing that the com m ittee had 
been aw are of the F B I’s investiga­ 
tion of the Soviet naval officer, Lt. 
Nicolai Redin, the com m ittee coun­ 
sel said that the group soon would 
hold hearings on subversive activi­ 
ties and call on a num ber of wit­ 
nesses, including atom ic scientists 
and governm ent employees.

U sp Germans

Farm Machinery Tie-l p 
G overnm ent 
seizure 
of 
strike­ 
bound farm m achinery plants ap­ 
peared as the rem aining alternative 
as negotiations between com panies 
and union bogged down and equip­ 
m ent 
w’as 
badly needed 
for the 
m aintenance of high crop produc­ 
tion to m eet dom estic and foreign 
dem ands. 
As the governm ent pondered ta k ­ 
ing over the plants, the Internation­ 
al H arv ester com pany continued to 
resist 
the 
C IO -Farm 
E quipm ent 
W orkers’ dem ands for union security, 
m aintenance of m em bership, dues 
checkoff, arbitration and methods 
for settling grievances. 
Both com ­ 
pany and union agreed to a govern­ 
m ent 
fact-finding recom m endation 
for an 18-cent an hour wage in­ 
crease. 
In addition to 30,000 w orkers in ll 
International H arvester plants, 12,- 
500 em ployees in six plants of Allis- 
C haim ers and J. I. Case rem ained 
out over contract differences. 
Coal Snag 
While the governm ent kept one 
eye on the farm m achinery situa­ 
tion, it trained another on the coal 
industry, 
where 
parleys 
between 
John L. Lewis’ United Mine Work­ 
ers and the operators sagged over 
the UMW chieftain’s dem ands for 
the creation of a health and wel­ 
fare fund. 
Dropped last year during the b ar­ 
gaining over a new contract, the 
health and w elfare fund issue w as 
raised again this y ear by Lewis, who 
gave it No. I position on the nego­ 
tiating agenda. 
Asserting that it 
would cost them $50,000,000 annual­ 
ly, the operators proposed the c re a ­ 
tion of a joint com m ittee to study 
an accident com pensation plan as 
an alternative. 
As 
a 
walkout 
in 
the industry 
loomed, the governm ent prepared 
to control the shipm ent of an esti­ 
m ated 29,000,000 tons of bituminous 
coal above ground. 
Steel spokes­ 
men said a m in e rs’ walkout might 
result in the restriction of produc­ 
tion w-ithin two weeks. 
AW VAW Chief 
A concerted drive to organize the 
white collar w orkers in the autom o­ 
bile industry loomed with the elec­ 
tion of fiery, red-haired Walter Keu- 
ther as the new CIO-United Auto­ 
mobile W orkers president. 
Avowed 
foe of the com m unist faction within 
the 
UAW, 
Reuther 
thw arted 
the 
re-election hopes of R. J. Thom as. 
head of the union since 1938, who 
enjoyed leftist support. 
In winning the presidency of the 
biggest union in the world, Reuther 
announced the organization of the 
white collar w orkers in the indus­ 
try as one of his No. I goals. He 
also said an educational program 
would be undertaken to interest the 
m em bership in union activity and 
the UAW would strive for industry­ 
wide instead of com pany-wide b a r­ 
gaining to correct wage and work­ 
ing inequalities between plants. 
The storm y petrel of the UAW, 
and head of the union’s G eneral Mo­ 
tors division, R euther is 39 and des­ 
tined for m ajo r leadership in the 
A m erican labor m ovem ent.

from 
the tool d ep artm en t of the 
Ford Motor com pany for union ac­ 
tivity in 1933, he organized an A FL 
local in the plant in 1935 and then 
led his m en into the CIO in 1938.

When active m ilitary operations 
changed over to occupation, the In­ 
form ation 
Control 
division 
laid 
down a three-point program . 
The 
plan was negative at first—the wip­ 
ing out of all Nazi m edia, including 
radio, to m ake way for Am erican 
m edia. 
Next cam e actual broadcast­ 
ing. 
The early broadcasts were 
very stark and stern. 
Decrees, 
regulations, 
warnings 
to 
the 
people. 
No concerts, no plays, 
no music. 
Now we are in phase 
two and the Germans are find­ 
ing more variety along the radio 
dial. 
Entertainment, as well as 
news and education, is being 
provided by the ICD. 
The third phase will begin when 
German radio stations are turned 
over to the Germ ans them selves, 
much as the new spapers have been 
allowed to operate under German 
direction under license. 
A m ilitary 
governm ent official exam ines and 
criticizes the newspaper after it ap­ 
pears. Presum ably, radio programs 
will be supervised in roughly the 
sam e manner. 
The first station to be taken over 
by the A m ericans was Radio Lux­ 
embourg. 
It was in pretty good 
shape, for the G erm ans had left in 
too much of a hurry to do any big- 
scale demolition. 
Next station to go to work for 
the army was Frankfurt; then Stutt­ 
gart; then Munich. 
When I was in 
G erm any, because of trouble with 
land 
lines, 
the 
Munich-Stuttgart- 
Frankfurt network was not running 
regularly. 
Perhaps it is now. 
Radio is supported 
in Ger­ 
many as it was before the war, 
by a tax on each set. 
Why, I 
asked, couldn't a radio owner 
conceal his set and thus get out 
of paying the tax? 
I was told 
there was no danger of that. 
If anyone concealed the fact he 
had a radio, his jealous neigh­ 
bors would tell on him. 
The 
Nazi 
squealing 
habit 
is 
still 
strong in Germany. 
All p ro g ram s at present are in 
the G erm an language, except for a 
few in Polish for displaced persons 
in cam ps. 
There is a large propor­ 
tion of factual world news broad­ 
ca st and an increasing num ber of 
G erm an m usical program s. 
On the educational side, there are 
talks 
by 
German 
officials, 
and 
Am erican m ilitary governm ent men. 
Some jazz and swing, and lately, 
plays. 
The program periods have 
been running as long as 45 m inutes 
which seem s a long tim e for Amer­ 
ican radio fans—and now they are 
being extended to one hour. 


Poll Reaction 
O f A udience 


At first it wasn't easy to find out 
whether G erm ans liked what they 
were getting on the ICD schedule of 
broadcasts. Fan letters, the barom­ 
eters of approval and disapproval 


in A m erica, were banned up until 
D ecem ber of last year. 
However, 
reactions are com ing in now, as the 
ICD conducts m any secret radio 
polls—employing 
the 
m ethods 
of 
poUtakera in this country. 
The sur- 
‘ veys which I saw indicated that, 
on the whole, the program s are pop­ 
ular with the G erm ans—with cer­ 
tain reservations. 
Take factual world news, for 
exam ple. 
Germ ans are anxious 
to hear this, but they don’t al­ 
ways 
understand 
it. 
For 
12 
years they have been taught to 
be suspicious of all news. 
And 
yet, in spite of this skepticism , 
they are so saturated with the 
propaganda idea that in som e 
cases they don’t like facts. 
This cam e out in a conference 
with teenagers who said they pre­ 
ferred the 
Russian 
broadcasts to 
ours. 
Asked why, they said there 
was too m uch propaganda in ours. 
I went over this answ er with one 
of the psychological experts. 
He 
explained it this w ay: straight news 
without com m ent forces the listen­ 
er to think for himself. 
This dis- 
tuibs the G erm an teenager, and he 
blam es 
the 
program , 
calling 
it 
“ propaganda.” 
English g ra m m a r lessons far out­ 
run A m erican music as radio favor­ 
ites in G erm any. All G erm an# want 
to learn English. 
This desire seem s 
to stem from the long-range hope 
that som e day A m erica’s gates will 
be open, and from the opportunistic 
feeling that the conquered can get 
along better with the conqueror if 
they're both talking the sam e lan­ 
guage.

Zionists W ary 
O f Russians 
For years, contending European 
rations have battled for the friend­ 
ship and support of the Arabs, 
This 
struggle was intensified when, long 
before World War I, the G erm ans 
started their “ drang nach O sten” 
and the British heightened their ef­ 
forts to placate the Arabs in order 
to protect their em p ire’s life-lines 
and to prevent a spread of a dis­ 
affection to the M oslems of India. 
Now Russia steps into the pic­ 
ture. 
Reports 
from 
Baghdad 
tell us of the spread of commu­ 
nistic 
sympathies 
throughout 
the Middle East. 
And the Jews 
of Palestine find their troubles 
increasing. 
The 
announcem ent 
of 
B ritain’s 
granting of independence to Trans- 
Jordania heightened Zionist resent­ 
m ent, for T rans-Jordania is a part 
of G reater Palestine and was sup­ 
posed to be included in the territory 
allotted 
to 
the 
National 
Jewish 
home. 
The Zionists claim the British ac­ 
tion is p art of a schem e to prevent 
the United Nations from creating 
a trusteeship of G reater Palestine 
which would include Trans-Jordania, 
as the old League of Nations m a n ­ 
d ate 
did. 
They 
also 
m ake 
the 
charge 
that 
the 
purpose 
is 
“ to 
th w art Jewish rights by bolstering 
pro-Axis forces." 
The Zionists feel too that Russia 
is playing a sim ilar gam e. 
They 
point out the inconsistency of m a k ­ 
ing friends with the Arabs, whose 
p arty leader in Palestine, J a m a l 
Husseini, is calling for the reinstate­ 
m ent of the Grand Mufti, a Hitler 
collaborator. 
In his testim ony before the Brit- 
ish-Am erican 
inquiry 
com m ittee 
Husseini said: “ G erm any was not 
our enem y and therefore we had 
no interest in the w ar,” adding: 
“ I ’ve read som ew here that it was 
a Jew ish w ar." 
The Zionists believe they have dis­ 
covered 
an additional reason for 
R ussian 
anim osity 
toward 
their 
efforts in Palestine. 
Like m ost of 
the causes of racial and other ruc­ 
tions, it is fear. They say that the 
Soviets are afraid that if the P ales­ 
tine colony becom es a success it 
will prove an entering wedge for 
w'estern 
capitalism 
in 
the . N ear 
E ast. 
There is really nothing in 
com m on between the feudalist, un­ 
progressive Arab world and the eco­ 
nomic and social principles rep re­ 
sented by the Soviet system . 
The 
A rabs c a n ’t do the Soviets any harm 
but they could be used, the Zionists 
say, to ham strin g what m ight be­ 
com e 
a 
live 
and 
up-and-coming 
Jew ish nation imbued with capital­ 
istic ideas, operating too close for 
com m unistic comfort.

WAR NOT EXPECTED 
WASHINGTON. — That the Tru­ 
man cabinet is not looking for war 
in the near future, despite warlike 
talk, w*as indicated at a secret ses­ 
sion of the senate military affairs 
committee recently. 
When Secretary of State Byrnes 
and Secretary 
of War 
Patterson 
testified in favor of an extension of 
the selective service act. the figures 
they presented on planned strength 
of the arm y and navy were exactly 
the same as those presented early in 
January. In other words, they pro­ 
posed an army of barely over a mil­ 
lion men by July of 1047. 
The senators had expected that 
because of the complicated inter­ 
national situation 
a larger army 
would be asked for, but the war 
and 
state departments 
made 
no 
such 
request. 
When one 
senator 
asked how it happened that there 
was no “ emergency” planning. Sec­ 
retary Byrnes refused to answer. 
He passed the question to Secretary 
Patterson, who also did not reply. 


WALLACE SPEECH CENSORED. 
It wasn't supposed to be known 
outside the cabinet, but Henry Wal­ 
lace’s speech at the Jackson Day 
dinner was censored — by President 
Truman himself. Wallace had one 
line 
in 
his 
speech 
which 
he 
thought would answer Republican 
critics It read; 
“Abraham Lincoln was not a 
member of our party. But he 
was 
certainly 
a 
fellow 
trav­ 
eler." 
Truman thought such a reference 
to the martyred Lincoln might be 
misunderstood and cut it out. Wal­ 
lace was glad to concur. 
• • • 
MEN S SUITS 
It still looks like a long wait be­ 
fore veterans can get the clothing 
they need. The office of war mobili­ 
zation and reconversion will soon 
bring out a report on men’s cloth­ 
ing showing a need for 40 million 
suits this year but production plans 
for only about 28 million. 
The report will also show that 
first quarter production has been 
only about 5 million, and officials of 
the civilian production administra­ 
tion are worried sick that even the 
goal of 28 million suits for 1946 will 
not be met. 
There is no sign yet that the 
increase ii* prices granted this 
month by OPA will mean more 
men’s suits. There are indica­ 
tions, however, that large stocks 
of suits are being held off the 
market in the hope that price 
control will not be extended be­ 
yond June.

That I H ea r So Much About? 


Plant lice is the term used com­ 
monly when referring to aphids. 
They are called plant Hee because 
they cling to the plant like lice 
and live by sucking juice- from the 
tender shoots, leaves find soft hark. 
They remain practically stationary 
after they once settle 
and give 
birth to young at the rate of S to 
IO per day, The1"*! young are r ady 
to do likewise in about two weeks.

Where Do Plant I.ice 
Come From in the First Place? 


Plant lice or aphid* have a pecu­ 
liar way of starting their first gen­ 
erations in the spring.

The fir=t gen­ 
eration that hatches can fly and 
spreads about on favorite vegeta­ 
tion.

The wiles of diplomacy are such

be hedged. Some underlying doubts 
in the situation can be found upon 
analysis of the strength of the stan­ 
chion. 
In the first place, the new pre­

Iranian government 
was established atter the Soviets 
had protested the resistance poli­ 
cy of the former government head. 
The* protest of his minister here to 
U NO was made after his recent visit 
to Stalin out of which muYiy rumors 
have grown. , 
One story accredited to Brit­ 
ish circles is that the premier 
was told--by Stalin not only that 
an appeal to UNO would be con­ 
sidered an unfriendly act — as 
announced—hut his government 
would be replaced if he tried it. 
On the other hand, an unaccred­ 
ited rumor here supposes that 
the protest will not be pressed 
before 
I NO 
as 
it 
occupies 
only a status on the provisional 
agenda of the council — that is, 
it may not be taken up. Regard­ 
less of rumors or reports on 
**‘ther side, the status of the pro­ 
test, of course, is provisional. It 
can be taken up by a vote of 
seven members but a veto by 
Russia would shelve it. 
With m atters in this involved dip- 
lorn atle state, the dispatch of Gen­ 
eral Smith represents the most en­ 
couraging development, and a firm- j 
er one. 
As nearly as I can judge, few 
authorities are being swayed by 
the appeasement efforts such as

ly by the speech of Senator Pep­ 
per.
